Autumn is finally here, and the “indoor hobby” season is starting. I’m 
guessing ham radio could be your favorite indoor enjoyment. It is for 
me! 


Lately, | have been monitoring and joining conversations on 2m 
repeaters more often. | hear hams chat about what they enjoy doing — 
in our hobby, and out. | also hear some folks complaining that there 
isn't as much to do with ham radio as there used to be. I’d counter that 
with no, there’s MORE, you just have to find it. In fact, if you find 
yourself becoming bored with ham radio, you need to become more 
involved with it, not less. 


Radio has been in my blood almost from birth. My dad, WaHH (Bob 
Wallace), had his Collins 75A-4 receiver and Johnson Invader 2000 
transmitter on the operating desk when | was a tyke. | knew they were 
off limits to my fingers but he let me watch him on the air. Later, | 
developed an interest with shortwave listening, entirely by accident. | 
had built a circuit in one of those Radio Shack electronic kits — the 100- 
in-1, one hundred different electronic diagrams to explore. | made a 
two-transistor AM radio.

One evening, after | got it working, | pulled the ferrite slug from the AM 
broadcast coil. | was 10 and didn’t know that | just raised the resonant 
frequency of the circuit and suddenly | was hearing a tune over and 
over. It turned out it was the interval signal (played just before the 
broadcast began, to help you tune in the station) from Radio 
Nederland. Holland on the AM band, broadcasting in English! Wow. | 
told dad and he said no, that’s not what you heard...it is shortwave. 
Now dad never had a general coverage rig in the shack, so | never knew 
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there were interesting broadcasts to hear. He lent me his dad’s ancient 
Air Castle tube radio and | quickly learned that | was listening to the 
Bonaire, Netherlands Antilles relay station for RN. It was one of the 
loudest signals on the 49-meter shortwave broadcast band. 


SWLing began my real radio hobby. Over the years | got my ham 
license, explored scanner listening, medium and longwave Dxing, 
pirate radio listening, electrical engineering, QRP, ham fleas, kit 
building — and so many friendships developed and continue. Radio....in 
all its facets...is the glue holding my hobby together. If | got bored with 
one aspect | explored another. | knew that when the desire resurfaced, | 
could go back and enjoy radio in a previous way. 


| suggest to you if you have not attended a BARS meeting lately, 
because you have been bored — do it! Come see what we are talking 
about in late 2019. We have some exciting speakers booked from now 
through the beginning of next year. And we are fortunate to havea 
VERY enthusiastic bunch that make it a point to come to our Saturday 
morning (8:25 at Stelio’s on 3A/129 Billerica) breakfast. 


Consider writing an article for our newsletter. Just describing 
something you have done will add to the pleasure of having done it 
once. Someone else may try it and who knows what path they will 
follow from there. 


Try anew mode. | recently got involved with a bunch of guys getting 
on 6m twice or more a week using old amplitude modulated, vacuum 
tube rigs. What fun! | am using a modern rig and they love that | am on 
the air with them. We also have a local gang that likes to get on 1om 
groundwave about 8 or 8:30 on Saturday evenings and sometimes 
other nights. 28.430 USB is where you'll hear us. Check into our 
Wednesday net. We try to keep things lively. It’s not just a roll call and 
you never know what tidbits you'll hear. 
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Crack open a book. A ham book of course. The physics of ham radio has 
not changed — look in that old ARRL Handbook or Antenna Book and 
try to wrap your gray matter around something new, especially if it 
interests you enough to try building something. 


Clean up and clean out. If you don’t build kits anymore because your 
workbench is a mess, get to work. Start small, begin with a clean area 
and work your way out. Make sure the core hardware of your hobby is 
always in decent shape. Near-Fest is coming (October 11" and 12*) and 
if you have things in the way that you will never get around to using, 
pass them on to people who may. 


Turn on the radio MORE. Listen to 2m during drivetimes. You may hear 
people doing things in radio that you have never tried. Park your HF rig 
on a calling frequency as you do other things and see who shows up. 
Or, if it’s general coverage, start exploring between our ten HF ham 
bands. There are still shortwave broadcasters, ship to shore and 
aircraft, weather and time stations — a gumbo pot of stuff to discover 
besides hams, if you need new stimulation. 


Keep IN radio somehow, people.
